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The  Football  Season 


THE  ELQ.\  FIGHT I.\(:  CHRISTIA.XS  opened  the  1950  football  season  against  the  powerlul  Enioiv-  and  Henry 
Wasps  at  Bristol,  Tenn.  and  got  stung  to  the  tune  of  33-12.  Led  by  Little-all-American  back  Bob  Miller,  the  Wasps 
built  up  a  27-0  half-time  advantage.  Elon  scored  on  passes  from  Marshburn  to  Greenwood  and  Tingley,  but  it  was 
a  case  of  too  little  too  late. 

The  CHRISTIANS  bounced  back  on  the  following  Saturday  night  in  Burlington  stadium  against  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian for  a  33-6  victory.  There  was  just  too  much  Grayson,  Biangardi,  Tingley,  and  Brigman  for  the  undermanned 
Bulldog  eleven. 

Then  came  a  heart-breaker  on  Sept.  30th  when  Elon  travelled  to  Boone  to  play  the  Appalachian  Mountaineers. 
The  Christians  tallied  in  the  second  quarter  with  Grayson  climaxing  a  sixty-four  yard  drive.  Gero  converted  and 
Elon  led  7-0.  Marshburn  added  the  next  score  to  end  a  sixty-two  yard  drive.  Again  Gero  converted  and  the  score 
stood  14-0.  Then  came  the  desperate  passes,  thrown  by  the  Mountaineers''  Steve  Gabriel,  and  two  quick  touchdowns, 
leaving  a  stunned  Elon  outfit  taking  the  kickoff  as  the  game  ended.  Outstanding  offensively  even  against  this  come- 
back were  Grayson,  Tingley,  Marshburn,  and  Lewis.  Bearing  the  defensive  chores  were  Sal  Gero,  Harry  Farmer, 
Marshall,  Snow,  Erickson,  and  deSinione.    .Score  14-14. 

Elon  met  ECTC  next  on  Oct.  7  and  it  was  air  power  against  ground  running  with  the  Fighting  Chnsli/ins  downing 
the  invading  Pirates  21-16.  Elon  rolled  up  a  total  of  235  yards  on  the  ground,  while  Roger  Thrift,  leading  a  one- 
man  aerial  show  for  the  Pirates,  completed  21  of  48  passes  that  netted  324  yards.  Led  by  Gero,  .Snow,  Watkins,  Eric- 
son,  Farmer,  and  deSimone,  the  defensive  team  held  the  Pirates  inside  their  own  15  yard  line  five  times  during  the  first 
half.  Grayson  and  Biangardi  shared  scoring  honors,  with  Gero's  toe  in  perfect  form,  adding  each  conversion.  The 
longest  and  prettiest  run  of  the  night  was  Brigman's  71  vard  sprint  for  a  touchdown,  called  back  bv  a  penaltv. 

The  Christians  travelled  to  Newberry,  S.  C.  on  Oct.  14  and  captured  a  13-6  victory  in  a  hard-fought,  non-conference 
tilt  against  Newberry's  Indians.  The  Indians  drew  blood  in  the  first  period  and  took  a  short-lived  6-0  lead.  However 
in  the  second  period  the  Christians  started  rolling  and  never  stopped  until  the  final  whistle.  Bearing  the  brunt  of  the 
attack  were  Grayson,  Marshburn,  Tingley,  and  Brigman.  Gero  and  Marshall  were  towers  of  strength  all  night,  but 
thev  were  forced  to  share  defensive  honors  with  McGracken,  Farmer,  de.Simone,  and  Annas.

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Playins  before  a  large  Home-coming  crowd  on  Oct.  21,  the  Fighting  Christians 
outfought  Catawba's  Indians  in  the  air  and  on  the  ground  to  gain  a  26-12  victory. 
Rochelli  passed  for  three  TD's  and  set  up  another.  Lewis  caught  two  long  touch- 
down pa.sses;  Biangardi  ran  through  the  Indian  line  for  many  gains;  Grayson,  Brig- 
man,  Marshall,  Ellis,  and  Erickson  were  outstanding  on  ofTense.  deSimone,  Gero, 
Annas,  McCracken,  Marshall,  and  Reece  shared  defensive  honors.  In  the  second 
quarter,  with  Catawba  leading  6-0,  Rochelli  passed  to  Marshburn  for  the  tying 
touchdown.  Then  Perkins  of  Catawba  took  the  kickofF  on  his  own  two  yard  line 
and  raced  98  yards  to  score.  The  Indians  led  12-6.  Greenwood  carried  the  next 
kickoff  to  the  Elon  40,  and  the  first  play  from  scrimmage  was  a  pass  from  Rochelli 
to  Lewis  for  a  60  yard  touchdown  play.  This  made  a  total  of  no  less  than  three 
touchdowns  scored  by  the  two  teams  in  less  than  90  seconds!  It  was  a  thrilling 
football  game  that  climaxed  a  great  Home-coming  week-end. 

Oct.  27  the  Christians  added  victory  number  5  o\er  WCTC.  Elon  .scored  first 
with  Rochelli  going  over  for  the  touchdown,  and  Gero  was  true  for  the  extra  point. 
W'C^TC  came  back  for  a  TD  and  the  extra  point.  Not  satisfied  with  a  7-7  score 
Marshburn  and  Biangardi  racked  up  a  couple  more  TD's  with  Gero  coming  through 
for  both  extra  points.  Gero  added  the  next  TD  on  a  lateral,  but  missed  the  extra 
point  try.  The  score  was  27-7.  WCTC,  rallying,  scored  twice  more,  but  too  late 
to  even  the  score.     Final  score:  Elon  27,  WCTC  19. 


The  Christian's  next  accomplishment  was  the  bringing  home  ol"  a  panther  skin 
from  High  Point  on  the  night  of  Nov.  2.  The  game  featured  great  down  field 
jlocking  and  long  runs  by  the  Christians.  Marshburn  plunged  over  for  the  first 
TD.  Grayson  added  the  next  3  on  runs  of  34,  1,  and  40  yards  respectively.  Rochelli 
followed  close  l)ehind  with  two  more  TD"s  on  runs  of  49  and  20  yards.  Gero  booted 
5  out  of  6  extra  points  to  complete  the  scoring  at  41-0.  Gary  Farmer  added  a 
feature  run  of  46  yards,  but  due  to  penalties  on  which  Elon  could  not  capitalize, 
that  score  was  lost.  During  the  entire  game  Elon  was  not  forced  to  kick  a  single 
time. 

Elon  was  defeated  its  .second  time  in  "51  by  the  Bears  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  on  Nov.  1 1 
1)\-  a  score  of  41-13.  It  wasn't  until  the  final  quarter  that  Elon  managed  to  score. 
With  the  loss  of  this  game  the  Christians  also  lost  hopes  for  North  .State  Gonfercncc 
lam-els.
